INTRODUCTION 


Whether you are deciding where to locate a new feed mill, studying the demographics of the farm population 
or just interested in agriculture, the Census of Agriculture can be your information source. 


The amount of data available from the Census of Agriculture can be overwhelming for both experienced and 
novice users. This publication will help new users find the data they need. Users familiar with previous 
census publications should also read it to discover what's new from the 1991 Census of Agriculture! 


This publication provides complete details on the full line of 1991 Census of Agriculture products and 
services, including pricing and ordering information. It includes a glossary of terms, an explanation of the 
geographic levels used in the census, and provides useful background information. A copy of the 
questionnaire used in the 1991 Census of Agriculture is included for reference. If one is not included, please 
call us and one will be forwarded, or look at the back of any of the Part 1 publications for a copy.

BACKGROUND 


History 


Provisions were made under the 
Constitution Act (BNA) of 1867 
for a census to be taken every 
10 years starting in 1871. 
However, western Canada was 
rapidly expanding at the turn of 
the century. To monitor this 
rapid growth, the Census of 
Agriculture was taken every five 
years in Manitoba starting in 
1896 and in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan beginning in 
1906. By 1956, rapid economic 
growth and development created 
the need for national demo- 
graphic information at more 
frequent intervals. Thus the 
five-year Censuses of Agri- 
culture and Population were 
extended to the entire country.

The 1991 Census of Agriculture was conducted on June 4, 1991, in conjunction with the Census of Population. 
Every farm household in Canada received both the Census of Agriculture and the Census of Population 
questionnaires. The Census of Agriculture produces a snapshot of Canadian agriculture by providing 
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statistics on such topics as crop areas, number of livestock, weeks of farm labour, number and value of farm 
machinery, farm expenses and receipts, and land management practices at the national, provincial and 
subprovincial levels. The Census of Population, on the other hand, provides important information on the 
Canadian population such as age, education level, languages spoken, income, type and age of dwellings, to 
name a few. 


An important benefit of jointly 
conducting the two censuses is 
that information from the two 
questionnaires can be combined 
by computer to create the 
Agriculture-Population Linkage 
database. This unique database 
provides users with a wealth of 
information pertaining to the 
social and economic charac- 
teristics of the farm population.

Questionnaire Development 


Public user workshops were held across Canada to determine the data requirements from the 1991 Census of 
Agriculture. Through this consultation process and extensive testing with respondents, the content of the 
1991 questionnaire was developed and then approved by Cabinet in the summer of 1990. Certain basic 
questions appear on every census, while other questions are either added, modified or dropped. 


The differences between the 1991 and the 1986 Census questionnaires may be important for your particular 
data application. A copy of the current Census of Agriculture questionnaire has been inserted in this 
publication for reference. You might find it useful to compare the 1991 questionnaire with the 1986 version. 
A copy of the 1986 questionnaire appears at the back of any 1986 Census of Agriculture publication. 


Collection Procedures 


Conducting the Census of Agriculture jointly with the Census of Population helps to streamline collection 
procedures and reduce costs. In previous years, census representatives collected the questionnaires in rural 
areas, but in 1991, respondents were required to mail them in. Following an initial review by a census 
representative, the questionnaires were sent to regional processing sites for initial processing, and were then 
forwarded to Ottawa. A toll-free telephone service was available for respondents who required assistance in 
completing the questionnaire. 
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Confidentiality 


Statistics Canada is keenly aware of the importance of keeping information collected by the census strictly 
confidential. All tabulated data are subject to confidentiality restrictions prior to release. A number of 
computerized checks are performed on each table to suppress all data which could result in the disclosure of 
information concerning any particular farm operation. Furthermore, due to confidentiality constraints, data 
for those geographic areas with very few farm operations will not be released separately, but rather merged 
with a geographically adjacent area. 


Data Quality 


The 1991 Census of Agriculture procedures were designed to collect complete and accurate information from 
every agricultural holding in Canada. To ensure that Census of Agriculture data are of high quality, control 
procedures were incorporated in each of the census collection and processing stages. For example, each 
returned questionnaire was checked for completeness by a census representative who was required to contact 
the respondent in cases of missing information. 


After the census data were captured and tabulated, they were thoroughly validated by comparing them to the 
1986 Census of Agriculture results, as well as with other survey results and administrative data.

Consultations were held with Census of Agriculture data users during the winter of 1990 to obtain feedback 
on all aspects of the 1986 Census products as well as to identify new data needs. This feedback was used to 
develop the 1991 Census of Agriculture product line, and to improve the data dissemination format and the 
release strategy. In order to publish the basic counts and totals for all 1991 Census variables earlier than in 
1986, we are offering agricultural profiles in two parts. The first part, or the Part 1 Profiles, available in June 
1992, present fundamental data collected from all agricultural holdings. The Part 2 Profiles, available six 
months later, reveal the scope and demonstrate the analytical potential of the data by including demographic 
information on farm operators and their households, cross-classified tables, historical and small area data.

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In responding to the 1989 tire fire at St. Amable, Quebec, the Emergency Management Division of 
Agriculture Canada requested a detailed overview of the types of farms in that area. This data Was necessary 
to develop a profile of operations at risk and potential dangers to groundwater, air quality and to animals. 


À request was processed which provided an agricultural profile at the census consolidated subdivision and 
census division levels. Selected variables included number of farms, total farm land area, area of improved 
and unimproved land, area of vegetables, tree fruits, number of dairy cows and other livestock as well as the 
number of maple taps. This is a sample of the resulting table.

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APPENDIX I 


Glossary 


Geographic Units 


Census of Agriculture data are available for various pre-established statistical and administrative areas. 
Subject to confidentiality constraints, data are released at the five levels of geography described below. 
Additional information on census geography can be obtained in the 1991 Census Dictionary, catalogue 
number 92-301E. 


Canada 
Data are available for the entire country. 
Province/Territory 


Refers to the major political divisions of Canada. From a statistical point of view, it is a basic unit for which 
data are tabulated and cross-classified. 


Census Agricultural Region 


A census agricultural region is a subprovincial geographic area used by the Census of Agriculture for 
disseminating agricultural statistics. In all provinces except Prince Edward Island and Saskatchewan, a 
census agricultural region is a contiguous group of census divisions. In Saskatchewan, census agricultural 
regions are groupings of census consolidated subdivisions, but these groupings do not necessarily respect 
census division boundaries. For Prince Edward Island, the Yukon and the Northwest Territories, census 
agricultural regions have not been defined. In the Prairie provinces, census agricultural regions are 
commonly referred to as crop districts. 


Census Division (CD) 


Refers to the general term applied to geographic areas established by provincial law, which are intermediate 
geographic areas between the census subdivision and the province. They correspond to counties, districts, 
regions, district municipalities, regional districts, regional municipalities, and united counties, to name a 
few. 


In Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, provincial law does not provide for these 
administrative geographic areas. Therefore, census divisions have been created by Statistics Canada in co- 
operation with these provinces. In Quebec, the number of census divisions has increased from 76 to 99 as a 
result of the new census division structure implemented since the 1986 Census. 


Census Consolidated Subdivision (CCS) 


The concept of a census consolidated subdivision is a grouping of small census subdivisions (municipalities, 
towns, townships, cities, parishes, etc.) within a census division with a combined land area greater than 25 
square kilometres (km2 ). An exception to this general concept is a census subdivision with a population 
greater than 100,000 according to the 1986 Census, which usually forms a CCS on its own. 
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Census Terms 


There are a number of terms used in the Census of Agriculture for which the definitions may not be obvious. 
The following section provides definitions of those terms most commonly used in the 1991 Census of 
Agriculture. This will enable all users to better understand and use census data. Terms used by the Census 
of Population can be found in the 1991 Census Dictionary, catalogue number 92-301E. 


Census Farm 


Refers to a farm, ranch or other agricultural holding which produces at least one of the following products 
intended for sale: crops, livestock, poultry, animal products, greenhouses or nursery products, mushrooms, 
sod, honey, or maple syrup products. Census farms are also commonly referred to as farm operations or 
agricultural holdings. 


Farm Capital 


Includes the value of all land, buildings, machinery, equipment (including passenger vehicles), livestock and 
poultry. Values for livestock and poultry inventories reported in the census were derived from data on 
average farm prices for the respective types of livestock and poultry. The values for land and buildings, 
machinery and equipment were reported by respondents on June 4, 1991. Farm capital does not include the 
value of crops in the field or in storage, or farm inputs on hand, such as fertilizer and seed. 


Farm Family 


Refers to a family which includes a farm operator. A family refers to two or more household members who are 
related to each other by blood, marriage, common-law or adoption. Please refer to the 1991 Census 
Dictionary, catalogue number 92-301E for more information regarding families. 
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Farm Operator 


Refers to a person responsible for the day-to-day decisions made in the agricultural operation of the holding. 
In 1991, for the first time, more than one operator could be reported for each agricultural holding. 


Farm Operator Household 


Refers to a household which includes a farm operator. A household refers to a person or group of persons who 
occupy the same dwelling. Please refer to the 1991 Census Dictionary, catalogue number 92-301E for more 
information regarding households. 


Farm Population 


All persons who are members of a farm operator's household, whether or not they live on a farm, in a rural or 
an urban area. 


Farm Type 


Each census farm is classified according to the predominant commodity produced. This is done by estimating 
the potential receipts from the inventories of crops and livestock reported on the questionnaire. The 
commodity or group of commodities which accounts for 51% or more of the total potential receipts determines 
the farm type. For example, a census farm with derived total potential receipts of 60% in dairy, 20% in beef 
cattle and 20% in small grains, would be classified as a dairy farm. 


Rural Farm Population 


This term is a component of the farm population definition. It comprises all persons living in rural areas who 
are members of a farm operator household and who have lived on a farm for any length of time during the 12- 


month period prior to the census. 
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APPENDIX II 
Information on Data Sources 


The Census of Agriculture offers a wide range of products and services to meet your need for agricultural 
statistics. The completed questionnaires from the Censuses of Agriculture and Population serve as the source 
of the data. The information from each questionnaire is input into databases from which publications and 
custom products are created. The two types of databases used are described below. 


Census of Agriculture databases 


The 1991 Census of Agriculture database contains all variables from the 1991 Census of Agriculture 
questionnaire, as well as derived ones such as farm type and farm capital. Similar bases exist for census years 
1971 to 1986. 


Agriculture-Population Linkage databases 


The computerized match of the 1991 Census of Agriculture database to the 1991 Census of Population 
database results in the creation of the Agriculture-Population Linkage database. This linked database 
enables the retrieval of socio-economic characteristics of farm operators and their families related to 
agricultural characteristics, for example the sex and age of dairy farm operators. Linked databases for the 
1971, 1981 and 1986 Censuses are also available. 


For a better understanding of the Agriculture-Population Linkage databases, it is necessary to describe the 
1991 Census of Population questionnaires. A general explanation is given below, but refer to the 1991 
Census Handbook, catalogue number 92-305E, for further details. 


There are two Census of Population questionnaires - Forms 2A and 2B. The differences between the two 
forms, for 1991, are outlined below.

The basic questions are included on both questionnaires, therefore data for 100% of the population are 
collected for these variables. The additional Form 2B questions result in having more detailed data collected 
from a 20% sample of Canadian households. Data from the Form 2B however, are used to provide estimates 
for the total population.

This publication, available in June 1994, will 
analyze various social and economic aspects of Canadian farm operators and their families. In addition, to 
obtain another perspective on Canadian agriculture you can consult Urban and Rural Areas, Canada and 
Provinces — Part A, catalogue number 93-339, available in the first quarter of 1993. This data publication 
will include selected data from the 1991 Census of Agriculture such as aggregate area of census farms, 
number of greenhouses and nursery farms, number of male and female operators, and aggregate value of land 
and buildings.
